WHEREAS obedience to the law is. 
the first duty of every man in a fiee 
government, and those laws which put 


the means of defence and protection. 


into the hands of the citizens them- 
selves, require more particularly the 
aid of those that value rue liberty ;— 
’Therefore— . 

Sec. I. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the state of Indiana, That 
each and every able bodied white male 


citizen of this state, who is or shali be- 


of the age of eighteen years, and un- 
der the age of forty-five years, except 
as hereinafter excepted, shali severally 
and respectively be enrolled in the mi- 
litia, by the captain or commanding 
officer of the.company within whose 
bounds such citizen shail reside, within 
ten days next after such residence; and 
it shall at all times hereafter, be thé 
duty of such captain or commanding 
officer of a company, to enroll every 
sack citizcu as aforesaid, and also those

enrolled persen shall so appear armed 
and accoutred and provided, when call- 
ed out to muster and .go into service, 
and in case of being called into service, 
shall provice themselves with a knap- 
sack and bianket; and every persen 
thus providing himself with arms and 
accoutrements, required as aforesaid, 
shall hold them exempt from all jm- 
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pressments, suits, distress, executions in service.

Sec.2. The commander in chief shall 
have authority to alter old, or create 
new divisions and brigades; no new 
division shall hereafier be laid off to
